Charlie Foskett and Brian Rehrig of the Symmes Advisory Committee; John Maher, Town Counsel; Joe Tulimieri, consultant to 
the Board; Laura Wiener, staff; and Jake Upton and Patrick McMahon representing Symmes Redevelopment Associates joined the 
Board in the Executive Session. 

Jake Upton explained the effect that spreading the affordable units had on the costs of the project, saying that he essentially lost 
$8.2 million by not being able to build the affordable housing as originally proposed. He then explained the marketing efforts and 
the consequences of not having a suitable tenant for the medical office building. The difficulties created by Lahey Clinic’s 
unwillingness to participate at a market rent and their unwillingness to leave the site were discussed by all participants. It was 
agreed that staff should meet to determine how to handle Lahey’s current tenancy. 

Jake Upton and Patrick McMahon left the meeting and the discussion continued. 

John Maher discussed the environmental cleanup situation and how it may impact the construction because the cleanup may be too 
slow.
